The official com m unication, issued 
last evening, says: 
Gen. Sir Charles Monro reports the 
complete evacuation of Gallipoli has 
been successfully carried out. 
All the guns and howitzers were got 
away, with the exception of seventeen 
worn-out guns, which were blown up 
by us before leaving. 
Our casualties 
am ounted 
to 
one 
m em ber of the British rank and file] 
wounded. 
There were no casualties am ong the 
French. 
Gen. Monro states that the accom ­ 
plishm ent of this difficult task was 
due to Gens. Birdwood and Davies, and 
invaluable assistance wTas rendered in 
an operation of the highest difficulty 
by Admiral de Robeek and the royal 
navy. 
A semi-official report from Constan 
tinople, according to an Am sterdam | 
dispatch to R eu ter’s Telegram com j 
patly, claims the capture by the Turks 
of a great enem y camp and nine guns, 
and the sinking of an enemy vessel 
with troops near Seddul Bahr. 
This news has been 
expected 
for I 
-several days by the keener observers 
of the near eastern campaign, for the 
retirem ent of the troops from Anear 
and Sulva Bay three weeks ago left 
no strategic advantage to the reten­ 
tion of the tip of the peninsula. 
Nevertheless, the news will be re­ 
ceived with a pang of regret by the 
people of the British Isles, as well as 
the colonies.

"Today the funny papers and aver­ 
age man thinks of the Hibernian as a 
scarlet topped, red 
faced 
humorist, 
good natured, pugnacious and a born 
politician. 
"In Ireland,” says Father Mc Iner- 
ney, "the people are very peaceable- - 
in fact, no worse than in any other 
peaceable community. 
There is very 
little to this shillalah business. 
The 
Irish as a rule have dark hair and 
eyes and £an be said to possess ro­ 
mantic characters. When the romance 
of the H ibernian is presented on the 
stage it is often true to life, but he 
is no more of a buffoon than the men 
of any other race. 
"How* about his sense of hum or?” 
was asked. 
" ’Tis true,” replied Father Mclner- 
ney, "he does possess a sense of hu­ 
mor and wit, as most Celtic people do. 
I should say that the blarney attrib­ 
uted to the Irishm an is only his sense 
of gallantry. 
Father M clnerney was born in Ire­ 
land and spent his youth there.

was educated in Belgium and Rheims,

Cheap garden seed is often dear at 
my price, in the opinion of J. S. 
Gardner, of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, 
a high price is not nec­ 
essarily a guarantee of high quality, 
but it does not pay to buy cheap 
-eods, which may not grow", or may 
•tot produce vegetables, of a good var­ 
iety if they do grow. Th$ Toss of time 
md ground is so great-fhat the slight­ 
ly higher cost cf seeds furnished by 
pliable firms saves the planter money 
n the long run. 
The buyer must depend entirely up- 
>n the reputation of the seedsman to 
nsure his getting seed of the variety 
he orders, but after the seed has 
>een secured, he can test its germin- 
1 ition power, or get 
the 
College of 
\gricu’.ture to do it for him free of 
charge, 
lf he makes the test him­ 
self, it is better to plant fifty or a 
hundred of the seeds in a flat box of 
'aith and see how many of them will 
levelop into plants. 
They should be 
Canted just as deeply in the box as 
hey would be if planted in the garden. 
This is a much better test than or- 
Iinardy made between moist blotters, 
ir in similar ways, which enable many 
^eeds to sprout that have not vitality 
"Hough to produce good plants in the 
warden, or even to get through the 
*oil at all. 
It is not necessary to 
lemand as high a gemination per­ 
centage in ease of cabbage, tomato, 
or other seeds that are to be started 
adoors, or in hotbeds, and transplant­ 
'd later, but in general, at least eighty 
>ut of every hundred tested should 
Trow’, or the seed should not be used. 
If it is too much trouble to make 
the actual planting 
test, 
another 
may be made by simply putting seeds 
between sheets of blotting paper, and 
keeping them moist but not too wet, 
>nd at ordinary room iemporature,— 
ibout 60 degrees F—for a reasonable 
’ength of time. Radishes and lettuce 
nay be expected to sprout in tw'o or ] 
three days, while carrots and some 
ither seeds may require much longer 
time. 
If blotting paper is not avail­ 
able, several thicknesses of an or­ 
dinary paper, or perhaps better, cloth 
may be used to hold the moisture. The 
bottom of a shallow’ dish should be 
''overed with half an inch or an inch 
of sand, which will keen the blotting 
oaper moist and furnish drainage to 
keep the w’ater from standing around 
the seed. 
If many tests are to be 
made at once, twTo sheets of paper, 
or cloth, between which Hie first lay­ 
er seeds is placed, may be made tile 
bottom of a considerable pile of sim­ 
ilar tests which can be thoroughly 
sprinkled from the ton and allowed 
fo drain down into the sand. 
* It is important that the temperature 
be kept uniform, ventilation be good, 
and the drainage be thorough, and 
that moisture be kept about the seeds. 
These conditions can be controlled 
w’oll in many kitchens, living-rooms 
and basomr nts, but perhaps the in­ 
cubator will control them better than 
anything cise found on the farm. 
It 
would probably not be a good thing to 
try to make tests while eggs are be­ 
ing hatched, but if many samples are 
to be tested, the incubator can bo 
filled up with seeds enough to make 
it pay to run it. 
If free tests are desired, send small 
samples of the seeds to the seed test­ 
ing laboratory, College of Agriculture, 
Columbia, Mo. 


Everyone knows the gray poultry 
mite which takes on a distinct, red­ 
dish cast after the meal of blood. 
It 
is commonest in dark, 
damp, 
dirty 
poultry houses, where it thrives upon 
filth, and the logical remedies recom­ 
mended by T. J. Talbert, of the Mis­ 
souri college of agriculture, are sun­ 
shine, ventilation and cleanliness. The 
hen house should be so constructed 
that it^can easily be kept clean and 
that there will be no cracks or crev­ 
ices in the roosts or elsewhere to fur­ 
nish hiding places for the mite dur­ 
ing the day time when they are not 
on the fow’ls.

night, 
crawling from fowrl to fowl, so that 
one infested bird may introduce them 
into the entire flock, 
j 
Sunshine is one of the best disln- 
j feet ants as well as a great foe to the 
mite, and it should be given access 


I to just as much of the hen house as 
i possible. 
Regular spraying with ker- 
j osene emulsion, strong toabcco solu- 
I tions or commercial stock dips will 
| help greatly . Commercial lime sul- 
| phur and miscible oils put on the mar- 
I ket in such form that they will mix 
readily with water for use in spraying 
orchards are also helpful in combating 
the mite. 
I 
One application is not enough and 
the spray should be repeated in about 
a week in order to kill 
the 
young 
w*hich may have developed from the 
eggs laid about tho roosts or in the 
filth before the 
first 
spraying. 
It 
shoud be applied with sufficient force 
to penetrate all cracks and crevices. 
Kerosene 
emulsion 
properly 
pre­ 
pared at home will give as good re­ 
sults as anything which can be pur­ 
chased. 
Mr. Talbert gives the follow’- 
ing directions for making it: 
Dissolve 
half a pound of laundry soap, or a 
pound of lye soap, in a gallon of soft 
water: take the solution off the fire 
and add two gallons of kerosene be­ 
fore cooling. 
Mix 
them 
thoroughly 
by churning ten -or fifteen minutes 
and use one part of the emulsion to 
eight or nine parts of 
water 
when 
ready to apply. 
One part boiled lime sulphur made 
erectly as for orchard spraying m ay 
be mixed with eight parts of water, 
and the commercial stock dips may be 
used in accordance with printed di­ 
rections usually furnished with them. 
Strong tea made by boiling tobacco 
stems in water gives good results, and 
whitewashing should not be neglected. 
Spray pumps 
of 
many 
different 
sizes and types will give good results. 
Bucket pumps, knapsack sprayers and 
automatic sprayers will be useful in 
the garden and orchard, as well as in 
the hen house, although a longer hose 
or extension rod will be needed in 
the orchard. A barrel pump or power 
sprayer may be used with good re­ 
sults if it is already on hand, but is 
more expensive than the average farm 
needs for hen house work.

diseases, 
diphtheria, 
beriberi, goiter, hookworm 
disease, 
leprosy, typhoid 
fever, 
pellagra, tu­ 
berculosis and trachoma, 
which in­ 
volved systematic inquiry into rural 
sanitation, school and 
industrial hy­ 
giene and health organization, 
and 
scrutiny of water supplies 
?nd sew-> 
age. 
In six months 
nearly 
17.000 per­ 
sons were examined 
in 
North and 
South Carolina for trachoma, a 
dis- 
eaae causing blindness, 
and, as in 
other sections, measures for its cure 
and prevention were adopted. In Ten­ 
nessee and Georgia Dr. Bailey made 
ninety-five addresses to 9,000 persons. 
In Kentucky 10,000 pamphlets on the 
subject, in 
Simple 
language, 
were 
ditributed to teach prevention. 
For hookworm disease 539.000 per­ 
sons were 
treated, 
and 
in 
eleven 
states 13 i>er cent 
of 
the 
children 
were Found infected with the 
para­ 
site. 
Malaria 
investigations in two 
southern states alone involved 90.000 
eases, 29 per cent in Children under 
15. 
The 
sanitary 
environment 
of 
mine and metal workers was studied 
with valuable lessons for the proser 
vation of their working capacity. The 
garment

industry 
in New 
York city was 
thoroughly examined 
with valuable 
results. 
A gratifying 
finding is that the prevalence of ty­

Injurious Little Insects Hunted With 
Knife and Probed With Wire— 
Wrapping Also Used.

Finding borers in my apple and 
peach trees some years ago, I hunted 
them with knife and probed with wire 
W’here unable to go with the knife. 
Where probing was resorted tc I filled 
the probed hole tightly with putty, 
hoping to smother the enemy lf still 
living. 
In early May following I wrapped 
the trunks of all trees with several 
thicknesses of heavy paper, tying the 
paper well to the trees with twine, so 
that all trunks were protected from 
the ground up to the crotch. 
With the peach I removed five or 
six inches of earth from the base of 
the trunk and wrapped below the sur­ 
face, filling the earth back again over 
the paper. 
My purpose was to try to 
prevent the depositing of eggs that 
w'ould become borers in the trunks
